Weather seldom interferes with transportation 


and main roads are kept well-ploughed. Snow- 
removal experts have had lots of practice; even 
heavy falls are soon cleared away Temperatures 
may be low but spirits are high. Warmly- 
wrapped, with wind-proof clothing and friendly 


atmosphere, who cares about the cold? 


Racing ice canoes across the St. Lawrence River at Québec, 
part of the Carnaval d'Hiver, is a tough test of strength and 
agility. Other talents on display in these weeks of gaiety are 
ice-sculpture, barrel-jumping, racing on ice with dogsleds 
and motor cycles. Carnaval fun is contagious and reaches 
its climax with Mardi Gras parades and a costume ball.
